4. At suoh time as appropriate plans and polioioa arc developed 
certain diroot liaison functions may bo delegated to other CIO activities. 
In such oases, rigid adherence to established polioios Will be required, 
and oopies of all direct oorrospondenoe in connection With authorized 
direot liaison will be sent to ICAPS. This will not include the normal 
exchange of information and intelligonoo data. 

5. The Executive for Personnel and Administration will insure that 
no liaison matters are oleared to other Gcvomment agencies without 
reference to ICAPS, except those matters spcoifioally covered by separate 
written authority under paragraph 4 above.
